Struck by Savage Twisters 


HOLDENVILLE, Okla. — (AP) — Savage tornadoes 
smashed into Texas and Oklahoma late yesterday, killing at 
least six known persons and injuring more than 100. 


Scores of buildings were dam 
The deadly black funnels struck in at least six places. 

Hardest hit was Holdenville. The Red Cross reported five 

persons killed and a hundred injured, in this East Central 

Oklahoma town about 40 miles from McAlester. 

However, newsmen at the scene 
could account for only two dead, 
W. U. Ford, about 70, and Gene 
Walker, 14, and at least 30 hurt. 
They said many persons were in- 
jured seriously and many were 
taken to hospitals with only minor 
injuries. 

Another Twister hit Clyde, Tex.., 
killing at least three Ms and 
injuring five. Two of three fam- 
ilies were reported missing. Clyde 
is 16 miles east of Abilene in West 
Texas.

Two Americans Slain 
By Indonesian Bandits

JAKARTA, Java, U, S. l—(AP)—Two Americans delving 
for information on Indonesian life—a university 
anda magazine correspondent—were shot to death 
on a jeep trip in West Java. 

The victims were Prof. Raymond Kennedy, 43, a Yale $s

as the Arab ruling and landlord class was*kept in ease. Only 
the restrictive manacles of. Mohamet and his teachings kept the 
people from revolt. 

Many visitors were taken in by the charm of. the leaders and 
by the “picturesqueness” of the wretched Arab in his robe and 
headdress. Dirt and squalor, if dressed ms in costumes and seen 
against a background of narrow, ancient alleys and market places, 
seem to set off many Americans and British writers into an ecstasy 
of enjoyment.

Editor Constitution: An important decision 
must be made by Congress when it decides about 
rent control. The issue is whether to enter fur- 
ther into Socialism. Lately, President Truman, 
whom Bernard Baruch labeled “a rude, ignorant 
man,” recommended that controls be continued to 
prevent “great hardships”; and Chester Bowles, 
the old OPA chief, but lately the demagogic 
Governor of Connecticut, tells a committee that 
controls should be continued or there may be 
riots; and Tighe Woods, the control chief him- 
self, has a conference with the President and 
tells him that rents will go up. Thus it seems 
that the poor landlord has been convicted be- 
fore the fact of being a rapacious, unfeeling and 
unreasonable fellow. How do these public offi- 
cials know so well what will happen? How do 
they know there will be unreasonable increases, 
or that the tenants can be made to pay the in- 
creases? Is it because they know that every- 
thing else has gone up?

So far as I know, this is the only instance in 
history that the President of the VU.
